The following oficial report of the remarks of
Mr. Charles O'Nelll, of the 8econd Pennsylyvania
districe, upon the League Island transfer, de-
livered in the House of Representatlves on
Wednesday, will be read with ioterest. Mr.
O'Nelll eald:—

I do not wish to cousume the time of the
Hruse unnecessarily after the remarks of my
colleague, the chairman of the Comwittes on
Naval Affairs (Mr. Scofield), but I wish to reply
to a few of the objections made to this bill b
my friend from Wisconsin (Mr. \\':whburng. All
the objections to accep Le Island as a
naval station were answered in the Thirty-ninth
Congrees, which passed the act authorizing the
Government to accept it. The city of Philadel-
phia made this offer in good falth, and by it the
country is now In possession of the lsland, which
comprises some six hundred acres. It 1s hardly
necessary for me to state the cost Incorred by
the clty in aequiring the title to this land; that
is not the question to-day; but I will say in
1 that the amount pald originally wos
$300, The act of aeceptance required that
the city of Philadelphin should Ei\'u a clear and
indisputable title to the Jsland before it passed
into the bands of the Government. Bubse-
quently, however, It was ascertaloed that for
LLe more perfect occupation of the island itself
for naval purposes it was necessary that the
Government should have a clear title to a little
more land thon that embraced within its llmits,
Hence the city, without any hesitation and at an
additional expense of over fifty thousand dol-
lars, maKing the'whole cost more than three
bhundred and fifty thonsand dellars, purchascd a
narrow strip of land runniog along the south
bank of the mainland north of Leagus Island
and across the back channel, so as to give
the Government jurisdiction over sufficient
terrllory for guarding the approach to
this naval atation. This strip of land
ifcloded in the gift at the soggestion o
the Government, makes (he donstlon more
valuable, and secures forever more than six

acres upon which to build & naval sia-
tion as rapidly as this aud other Con may
goe fit to maks a |1ml|rinllonm nearly the whole
amount of which will be returned to the Trea-
sury upon the kale of the ground now occupied
by the present Navy Yard. As [ have alread
sald, r.g’e Thirty-ninth Congress—and [ wis
my friend from Wisconsin had been 1n it to hear
the discussion of this matter—consldered all the
obm_ tions which are unow ralsed; and by the de-
of that Congress these questions were, 1
think, seitled forever.

and if we pass the blll before us wenot ouly
nuthorize the transfer, but provide for the eale
of the old location. We believe it worth
£3,600,000, and by passing the bill we put the
Government in the way of selling this valuable
property, thus realizing for it an amount which
will go far in balancing ench appropriations ns
this L‘onqmas and its successors may make for
League Islund. We are actually and in effect
taking nothing from the Treasury. The bill
does not suggest an appropriation at this time
but a transfer. The friends of League Is]umi
will of course urge the establishment upon it of
fuch a naval station as will command the admi-
ration of the world, and will, when cnmrlctcd,
be unsurpassed in its constrnctlon ns well us in
its_most wonderful location. This gift of the
cit¥ of Philadelphin is priceless to the Govern-
ment, and when we have by just and liboral
appropriations finished our great naval station
for iron-clads, the country \I'.ill be proud of its
work, and rejolce that the Thirty-ninth Con-
grees accepted the muunificent offer of these six
bundred snd more ncres,
